'•crvatlve improvement in the steel 
market after the first of the y ear, 
tin magazine "Bteei" predicted to­ 
day . 
Indications 
of

apparent in recent weeks are ex - 
jx *cied to 
continue 
in increasing 
measure, the magazine said, while 
projects are developing 
for large 
orders of steel 
early 
in 
the new 
y ear. 
Present needs for large tonnages 
of steel for railroad track mainten­ 
ance, battleships and other vessels, 
and some large structural projects 
will give mills comiortable backlogs 
for tiie early part of 19 38, "ateel’’ 
declared. 
Automotive production, although 
not ex pected to equal that of 19 37 , 
will also require a large tonnage of 
steel. 
The national steel operating rate 
declined four points last week to 
23 per cent of capacity , due to holi­ 
day curtailment which was general 
in nearly all producing centers. 
Pittsburgh declined five points to 
14 per cent of capacity ; Youngs­ 
town 12 to 18; Wheeling 5 to 19 : 
Cincinnati 18 to 36. and Cleveland 
12 to 24.

their inhabitants are willing to try only once a year 
to make them look any other way.

They look upon 
wftr as an admission of failure. 
Tills Is due not so much to Flank B. Kellogg or 
the late Aristide Brland, whose devotion to peace 
also was given expression in the Kellogg-Briand pact, 
but to the fact the« ' two men, being in a position 
to exert great influence, chose to put into a formal 
pact the feeling of millions of men and women that 
war was a moral violation. 
The present state of the world, far from proving 
Mr. Kellogg held an empty honor, proves positively 
he had the privilege of speaking for his countrymen 
and for a large part of the world when he renounced 
war as an instrument of national policy.

against such things, except as the people, themselves, 
refuse to believe what Isn’t true. 
The press can say two things. 
First, it has given President Roosevelt the benefit 
of more space In lt»> columns than any president ever 
received before.

given him space to 
impugn the honesty of newspapermen and to vent 
hi grow mg peevishness against the opposition and 
difficulties which his administration has encountered 
—and which he evidently

Roosevelt 
never 
has

persecute him. 
If his reason Is personal annoyance,
